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Council bid 
to buy Corn

HAVERHILL Town Council is to 
put in a bid for the town’s crum¬ 
bling Corn Exchange. 

The landmark building in 
Withersfield Road has been 
derelict for a decade, but in 
March this year a private buyer 
showed an interest in it. 

The town council then ex¬ 
pressed its intention to place 
a bid in response, triggering a 
six-month moratorium to give 
councillors time to develop a 
plan and decide whether to go 
ahead. The moratorium period 
ends next Thursday. 

At a meeting on Tuesday 
night, councillors were shown 
architect’s drawings of what

a renovated Corn Exchange 
might look like and decided to 
go ahead with their bid. 

The proposals involve a bar 
area on a mezzanine floor, a 
smoking area at the front of the 
building and a flexible main 
hall with a removable stage. 

The hall could be used for 
everything from community 
events and concerts to wed¬ 
dings. 

The council’s decision to go 
ahead with the bid was taken in 
private as commercially sensi¬ 
tive information was discussed. 

Mayor of Haverhill David 


Roach said afterwards there 
had been a “lively debate”. 

If the council bid is success¬ 
ful, work would begin imme¬ 
diately on weatherproofing 
the building and introducing 
measures to keep vandals out. 

The council would then work 
on raising enough money to 
renovate the building - which 
could take as long as two to 
three years. 

Cllr Roach said after the 
meeting: “If it comes to frui¬ 
tion then it will be a good asset 
for the town going forward and 
as the town grows then we will 
have a venue for a multitude of 
purposes. 

“I don’t see it competing with 
the arts centre. I think it’s quite 
exciting.”

MP opens new state-of-the-art £700k 3G football pitch 


A HIGH-TECH new football pitch at 
a Haverhill sports centre was opened 
on Saturday by MP for West Suffolk 
Matthew Hancock. 

The 3G pitch at the New Croft 
in the town's Chalkstone Way was 
made possible thanks to a £321,450 


grant from the Premier League and 
the FA Facilities Fund. 

Haverhill Community Sports 
Association (HCSA), which runs the 
New Croft, also received a £300,000 
loan from St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, and £47,899 from the 


Premier League, through the Football 
Stadia Improvement Fund (FSIF). 

In total, the redevelopment, 
which includes a floodlit pitch that 
can be used in all weathers, stands, 
turnstiles, a refreshment area and 
more, cost almost £700,000. 


The new pitch will enable 
HCSA to run more events for the 
community, as well as training 
coaches and providing a more 
professional ground for football 
teams in Haverhill and the 
surrounding villages.

Second school 
set to expand 


A PLAN to expand a Haver¬ 
hill primary school by 100 
places has been put for¬ 
ward. 

The proposals to expand 
Clements Community Pri¬ 
mary School in Greenfields 
Way have come after Cou- 
pals Primary Academy in 
the town’s Chalkstone Way 
announced plans to double 
in size earlier this year. 

A planning application 
details proposals to put up 
a new classroom block at 
Clements Primary to allow 
the number of pupils to rise 
from 320 to 420. 

The new block would in¬ 
corporate four classrooms 
as well as a group room 
and a plant room. The new 
classrooms are set to be 
used by pupils in Years Four 
and Five. 

The existing building 
would also be expanded to 
create a large studio space. 

A decision is set to be 
made on the application by 
October 6. 

At a meeting of Haver¬ 
hill Town Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee on Tuesday 
night, Cllr Betty McLatchy, 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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who is a governor at the 
school, said: “It’s always 
been planned this extension 
to the school, and it won’t 
[negatively] affect anyone, 
the way it’s designed.” 

The expansion would be 
being funded by Suffolk 
County Council. A spokes¬ 
person for the council said: 
“Without these addition¬ 
al school places, parents 
would not be able to secure 
a school place close to their 
home address.” 

A spokeswoman for Cle¬ 
ments School said staff were 
awaiting the outcome of the 
planning process. 

The application comes af¬ 
ter Coupals Primary Acade¬ 
my announced plans in May 
to double in size, expanding 
from 243 pupil places to 
420. 

A planning application 
has been put in to build a 
new block featuring eight 
classrooms, as well as an 
extension to the school hall. 

The county council is 


funding the £1.6million ex¬ 
pansion of Coupals. 

At the planning meeting 
on Tuesday, councillors dis¬ 
cussed both applications. 

In both cases, they ex¬ 
pressed concerns about 
road safety at pick-up and 
drop-off times. 

Cllr fohn Burns said about 
current issues outside Cou¬ 
pals at school run times: 
“People park out in the road 
- they can only get one sin¬ 
gle lane of traffic through. 

“People don’t use the 
crossing. All they do is walk 
out between the cars in 
front of the vehicles. 

“I’ve got no problem with 
the development - if it’s 
needed, it’s needed - but 
I’ve got a big problem with 
traffic.” 

Councillors agreed that 
they had no objection to 
either development pro¬ 
vided traffic management 
schemes were put in place 
outside both schools.

A specialist stonemason 
was called out the same day 
to remove the words, in matt 
black spray paint. 

However, the initial clean¬ 
ing was not enough to totally 
remove the words, which yes¬ 
terday were still visible.

work is ongoing to find a way 
to remove the obscenities. 

Mr Parker said: “I have 
worked for the borough 
nearly eight years and I have 
never known anything like 
that before. 

“I have worked in London 
boroughs before and am 
quite used to dealing with 
anti-social behaviour and we 
really don’t get much in this 
area at all. It’s quite a shock 


when it happens.” 

A member of Haverhill’s 
Royal British Legion said the 
group had been shocked to 
hear what the vandals had 
done. 

Town, borough and county 
councillor Tony Brown said: 
“I’m absolutely appalled. 
That’s really, really sad. 

“I know there’s a lot of peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill who have rel¬ 
atives who are memorialised 
there. 

“I’ve lived in Haverhill all 
my life and I can’t think of 
anyone in my memory doing 
that.”

Prison ‘failed’ 
suicide inmate 


“LACK of compassion” from 
staff contributed to a pris¬ 
oner’s death, an inquest jury 
has found. 

The inquest into the death 
of David Smith, 38, at HMP 
Highpoint, near Haverhill, 
concluded last Wednesday. 

Mr Smith had a long¬ 
standing history of anxiety, 
depression and self-harm. 

He hanged himself in his 
cell on May 23, 2014, after 
being transferred to High¬ 
point that day. He died in 
hospital the following day. 

The jury found that lack 
of compassion for prisoners 
was a contributory factor in 
Mr Smith’s death. 

Other contributory fac¬ 
tors they found were a lack 
of officer training and insuf-

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ficient staff on duty; lack of 
awareness of protocols and 
failure to follow them; and 
failure to open a suicide and 
self-harm procedure and 
properly complete it. 

Mr Smith’s parents and 
brothers, Julie, Tony, Adam 
and Wayne, said: “David 
should be with us today. Our 
son was calling out for help, 
but no one helped him and 
he should not be dead. If 
they had done their job, he 
would still be here today.” 

Family solicitor Sara Lom- 
ri added: “The inquest into 
David’s death uncovered 
multiple failings on the part 


of HMP Highpoint. 

“The jury heard evidence 
from a range of sources and 
concluded that, in addition 
to failures of staff planning 
and training, those charged 
with the care of David lacked 
a basic level of compassion.” 

Changes have been made 
at Highpoint after a Prison 
and Probation Ombudsman 
(PPO) investigation. 

A prison service spokes¬ 
person said: “Our sympa¬ 
thies are with David Smith’s 
family and friends. 

“We have taken action and 
accepted all the recommen¬ 
dations following the inves¬ 
tigation. We will now care¬ 
fully consider the inquest 
findings to help ensure such 
incidents are not repeated.”

Why I’m joining 
the MS Walk 

I WAS diagnosed with MS at the 
age of 17 - just as I set my sights on 
being a competitive swimmer. My 
Olympic dreams slipped away as my 
symptoms got worse. 

There are more than 100,000 of 
us in the UK with MS - it's really 
unpredictable and different for 
everyone. It's often painful and 
exhausting, and can make it hard 
for us do the things we enjoy. But it 
doesn't have to be this way. 

I will be aiming for gold, my sixth 
Paralympic medal, at the Rio 2016 
Paralympics. It's a feat I've only been 
able to achieve with the support of 
my friends and family. Everyone's 
journey with MS is different, but no 


one has to face it alone. 

As the leading charity for people 
with MS, the MS Society supports 
people affected by the condition to 
live independent and fulfilling lives. 
They know we're stronger together, 
which is why I'm doing the MS Walk 
- a 5km, 10km or 20km walk along 
the Thames in London on September 
25. I will be doing the 5km challenge 
in my wheelchair, with my husband 
and 1,000 others from the MS 
community by my side.

Housing association plans 
to close high street office

HOUSING association Havebury 
has announced plans to close its of¬ 
fice in Haverhill High Street. 

The organisation, which houses 
thousands of people across St Ed- 
mundsbury, is planning on shutting 
the office in June next year. The of¬ 
fice currently receives eight visits 
each day, 

The closure will be subject to the 
final decision being made by Have¬ 
bury’s board of trustees in October. 

The company says the closure is 
part of cost-cutting measures after 
the government announced a one 
per cent decrease in the rents they 
charge. 

According to Havebury’s review of 
their customer service offering, the 
majority of customers choose to get 
in touch via phone or email. 

The housing association has plans 
to introduce a system of home vis¬ 
its for queries that cannot be dealt 
with over the phone or online. A visit 
would be made available within 48 
hours. 

Havebury’s director of operations, 


Philip Sullivan, said: “The costs as¬ 
sociated with the Haverhill office 
mean that we are not offering good 
value for money for our tenants. 

“We’re committed to Haverhill 
and can reassure our tenants living 
in the town and surrounding areas 
that our proposal will mean they can 
still receive the full range of services 


with a new offer to provide a home 
visit within 48 hours if we are unable 
to assist with their enquiry by phone 
or email.” 

Havebury tenants living in and 
around Haverhill have been noti¬ 
fied. They have been asked to re¬ 
spond to the proposals with their 
comments within four weeks. 


John McDonagh, who has been a 
Havebury tenant for 16 years, says 
he goes into the office regularly. 

He continued: “I don’t want it 
closed. They’ve got to think about 
older people who can’t telephone up 
and haven’t got a computer.” 

No jobs would be lost as a result of 
the closure. 


Police probe 
separate 
arson attacks 
on two cars 


TWO vehicles were set alight 
on the same night in separate 
incidents of arson. 

The fires were started over¬

Councillors 
angry over 
health cuts 


COUNCILLORS are responding 
with fury to “ridiculous” propos¬ 
als for health cuts that they say 
will hit Haverhill's most vulner¬ 
able residents. 

West Suffolk Clinical Commi- 
sioning Group (CCG) together 
with the CCG for East Suffolk 
and Ipswich has proposed cuts 
that could save almost £lmil- 
lion. 

These would involve reducing 
the number of IVF treatments a 
couple could receive to either 
one or none at all, and moving 
services for marginalised and 
vulnerable adults (MVA) over to 
Ipswich. 

At a meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council’s leisure and communi¬ 
ty committee on Tuesday night, 
councillors decided to protest as 
a group and as individuals to the 
proposals. 

Mayor David Roach also said 
he had written to MP Matthew 
Hancock about the issue, and

Town councillor Pat Hanlon 
said: “The MVA - moving that 
to Ipswich is absolutely ridicu¬ 
lous, absolutely stupid. They are 
the most vulnerable people and 
they’re moving it to Ipswich. 

“The IVF as well. Poor peo¬ 
ple that can’t have children the 
natural way and they are cutting 
that down from two to one. 

“These are vulnerable peo¬ 
ple.” 

Cllr Maureem Byrne raised the 
fact that Haverhill still had not 
got back the services the town 
lost when its walk-in centre was 
closed. She said Haverhill need¬ 
ed a campaign against the cuts.

Couple putting best foot 
forward for dementia

A COUPLE are taking on “the biggest 
thing we have ever undertaken” to 
raise money for a dementia charity. 

Jan and Steve Harris, of Haverhill’s 
Glemsford Place, have set off on a 
13-day walk from one side of the 
country to the other with the hope 
of raising £1,000 for the Alzheimer’s 
Society.

Green light 
given for 30 
new homes 


A PLAN to build 30 new homes 
on a field in north Haverhill has 
been approved. 

The development will see 
family homes built on land 
adjacent to Brickfields Drive and 
Hales Barn Road in Haverhill. 

The land is currently 
agricultural, but once the 
proposed north-west Haverhill 
bypass is built, it will be cut off 
from the open countryside. 

Councillors granted 
permission for the development 
at a meeting last Thursday, but 
stipulated that construction must 
not be started until work on the 
bypass is under way. 

Concerns have previously 
been raised about road safety at 
the entrance to the development. 
The single proposed entrance 
comes off residential roads 
which already have a problem 
with a large volume of on-street 
parking. 

But at Thursday's meeting an 
agent for the applicant said other 
options for entrances had been 
explored, and none of them was 
viable. 

He also said that a 
management plan would be 
put in place to ensure that 
construction traffic created as 
little nuisance as possible for 
existing residents.

Flats plan for 
shop approved 


A PLAN to convert an an¬ 
tiques centre which council¬ 
lors say attracts 100,000 visi¬ 
tors a year into flats has been 
given the go-ahead. 

The plan - which will leave 
a working antiques shop 
on the ground floor of the 
building - was approved at a 
meeting of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee last Thursday 

Clare Antiques, in the 
small town of Clare, is based 
in a former mill built in the 
1920s. Owner Chris March- 
ant applied to build nine flats 
in the building, but issues 
were raised over parking and 
the effect it would have on 
the vitality of the town. 

The application had said 
that residents in the flats 
could use the car park at 
Clare Castle Country Park 
opposite, but chair of the 
park’s trustees, Geoffrey Bray, 
said they would fight against 
this. 

Ward councillor Alaric 
Pugh added at the meeting 
last week: “The loss of the

space to those of us who live 
and work in Clare would be a 
very substantial loss.” 

The town council’s repre¬ 
sentations on the planning 
application said 
that the antiques 
centre was the 
biggest busi¬ 
ness in the town 
and attracted 
100,000 visitors 
a year. 

Borough 
councillor fason 
Crooks said: “We 
should recognise 
that Clare is going to take 
a hit in it’s local economy 
from this - the town council 
is definitely right. 

“This is a huge visitor at¬ 
traction. We all know people 
who go to Clare just to visit 
this warehouse.” 

But Mr Marchant argued 
that the development would 
meet a pressing need for 
housing for young people in 


Clare. He said: “Are you say¬ 
ing to me now it’s more im¬ 
portant to sell used furniture 
from that massive site than 
to give youngsters the right 
to their own home?” 

Eight councillors voted 
in favour of approving the 
application, 
while five voted 
against. 

Cllrs Peter 
Stevens and 
Terry Cle¬ 

ments both 
pointed out 

that the council 
had previously 
approved appli¬ 
cations for hous¬ 
ing developments which 
did not have designated 
parking. 

Councillors suggested the 
country park could come up 
with a lucrative parking per¬ 
mit deal for residents of the 
new block of flats. 

Mr Marchant will now 
have three years in which to 
start work on converting the 
property.

Asbestos-Related 
Disease... dormant 
then deadly 


Hannah Clarke, a 
Partner at Ashtons 
Legal, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 


Over 2,000 people in the UK currently die 
each year of mesothelioma, a form of lung 
cancer caused by asbestos dust. 

A few decades ago asbestos was 
everywhere, commonly used in building 
materials from the 1950s until it was 
banned in the mid 1980s. Most people 
who have been exposed to asbestos 
never suffer any illness, but those who 
do develop symptoms 20, 30 or 40 years 
afterwards, so we are now seeing the 
results of exposure in the past. Whilst 
locally we had less heavy industry than 
Northern England, local diagnosis is 
relatively common as people retire to the 
region. 

Finding out that you have an asbestos- 
related disease will come as a nasty shock 
as there are frequently no early warning 
symptoms. The first sign is when someone 
who has previously worked in dusty 
conditions (sometimes not aware that they 
were being exposed to asbestos), starts 
experiencing breathing problems. 

A visit to their GP or hospital may reveal 
they have pleural thickening, a gradual 
solidifying of the lining of the lung that 
causes breathlessness, or asbestosis, 
which is fibrosis of the lung. In the worst 
case scenario, they may be diagnosed with 
mesothelioma, a cancer attacking the lining 
of the body cavity and one of the causative 
factors in lung cancer. Asbestos exposure 
is the only known cause of mesothelioma. 

For some this starts an investigation into 
when they were exposed to asbestos and 
whether they have a legal compensation 
claim. Provided we can find the employer 
or organisation responsible for the 
asbestos exposure and their insurers, we 
can make a financial claim. Just recently 
we obtained a settlement of £277,000 
for a man who was diagnosed with 
mesothelioma last year. In this case the 
gentleman is still alive but all too often this 
isn’t the case. Back in October we secured 
£180,000 from insurers for a Norfolk family 
where the victim had also contracted 
mesothelioma but sadly died before his 
claim was settled. 

Whilst none of this can turn the clock back, 
it may help to ease a person’s life through 
the time of their illness, and vitally, to 
provide for their families in the future.
